from the garment when the shot was 
fired. The pieces of : cloth which Mr. 
Rand said were offered "for illustra- 
tion only," were handed to the jurors 
for comparison with the 
burns on 


Young's coat. 
.Dr. Phelps explained 


in detail the distance shown by 
the 


samples. 


The pieces against which-the._re- 


volver had been: held showed con- 
siderable Scorching around the per-, 
forations made by . the bullet, while 
those from which .the revolver had 
been held -from three to five inches 
showed a smaller area of scorching 
and 
less 
smudge, 
corresponding 


closely to the burns on Young's : coat. 
The witness was not .cross-examined. 


THE CAB DRIVER. 


John CrowLey, a Harlem cab driv- 


er, testified that on the morning of 
June 4 he saw the defendant, Young 
and William Luce at Eighth avenue 
and 125th street. Young wanted her 
to get into the .cab and upon her hesi- 
tating he pushed her in and directed 
Crowley to drive to the St. Paul Ho- 
tel. 
On the way Crowley looked into 


the cab and saw the girl crying. 


Under 
cross-examination, .witness 


said -Young slapped the 
girl's -face 


when he pushed her into the cab and 
said he would knock her head off. 
Young was drunk. Another cab driv- 
er told of driving Young and Luce to

NAN'S LETTER.

TAFT GIVES IMPORTANT 


RAILROAD DECISION. 


Tells How the Panama Reap 


Will Be Conducted By the 
United States Government. . 


WASHINGTON, April 26.— Se>cre- 


tary Taft has made a decision:that is 
of the greatest importance to railroad 
interests respecting'the policy of the 
Government relative to the existing 
monopoly of traffic across the Isthmus 
of Panama ana the fixing of rates over 
the Panama Railroad as bearing;, on 
the existing rates on transcontinental 
traffic., 
' 
. 
1 ;' 


The 
publication 
of several inter- 


views recentlv with Secretary, Taft, Mr. 
Shonts and Chief Engineer 
Wallace 
.has led to much confusion in the pub- 
lic mind -of these subjects and the 
Secretary concluded'to publish a let- 
ter which he has'just written as the 
best way of making known his views 
and purposes. In this letter he makes 
•it plain-that.there;is to be no discrim- 
ination whatever as between the sev- 
eral steamship, companies in handling 
their business across the Isthmus. He 
does not anticipate any considerable 
effect, .upon .transcontinental traffic 
from 
rearrangement of the Panama 
Railroad rate, but'' this readjustment 
will be had regardless of such effect. 


The letter is as follows: 
"• • 


THE 
POLICY. 


"The policy of the Government in 
managing the Panama Railroad is to 
charge such rates as will pay for the 
carriage of the'goods across the Isth-. 
mus, a reasonable return on the in- 
vestment, and nothing more. 
It will 
permit no discrimination against or in 
favor of any of the connecting steam- 
ship lines. It may be that this policy 
will affect the transcontinental rates 
"on those classes of freight that can 
stand the Isthmus trip favorable for 
the shipper. 
However, Mr. Wallace, 
our chief engineer and a railway man 
of experience,'thinks that the proposed 
changes will not have much Influence 
on transcontinental rates, because he 
thinks but a small proportion' of that 
which goes to make up transcontinent- 
al freight can be carried by the Isth- 
mus. The long trip and the fact,that 
the merchandise carried is to be a 
considerable period in the tropics ex- 
clude the possibility of carrying many 
kinds. 
"The 
Panama 
Railroad Company 


owns three steamships, which ply- be- 
tween New Tork and Colon. We shall 
make the rate upon these ships as low- 
as possible consistent with paying a 
reasonable compensation for the car- 
riage and'investments. We shall run 
them merely' for the purpose of pre- 
venting a combination .tp raise, the 
rates from the United" States to the 
Isthmus 
on material that is to be 


used in the construction of the Canal. 


OCEAN 
RATES, 


"The Government is .not running . and 


does not exp.ect to- run a 'line between 
New York and- San Francisco or between, 
San Francisco and New' York. The policy 
of the Panama.Railroad Company .hereto- 
fore, in view of its .ownership of three 
shipsiand the docks at 'Colon "and its re- 
sulting ability, to exclude -from the New 
York and/Colon business any other steam- 
ship line, has been to monopolize the 
trade.between New'York and Panama, on 
the one side.. while its arrangement for 
exclusive through billing between New- 
York and San Francisco.with the Pacific 
.Mail Steamship ' Company produced a 
monopoly for the Pacific Mail on the 
other betwen Panama and. San Francisco 
on the north and a monopoly for the 
Chilean and Pacific steamship companies 
from Panama to the south. So far as the 
action of-the Panama Railroad Company 
can 'break up the monopoly It -Is being 
taken. 
."The Government's acquisition of tho 
railway line was' not" primarily for the 
purpose '-of affecting railway or ocean 
rates, transcontinental or otherwise. It 
was for the purpose of acquiring an in- 
strument with which to construct, the 
canal, an instrument absolutely indispen- 
sable for the accomplishment of our^pur- 
pose within a reasonable time. The inci- 
dent that we must hold .the railroad Bun- 
der a franchise requiring us .to do a com- 
mercial business is what imposes upon us 
the obligation to 'what we can to make 
just rates and prevent discrimination, and 
this we shall do. If this ameliorates con- 
ditions we shall be very-glad. If It does 
not it. will not be in our power..to do 
more. 
' 


CHANGES 
IN 
RATES. 
"The effect of the changes in rates and 
trade conditions is so elusive that it is 
hardly safe to make a prediction as to 
the result. 
One should study the local 
conditions which-prevail at Panama and 
at the many ports between San Franqlsco, 
in Mexico and 
Central 
"America, 
an-1 
should estimate the . exact operation of 
our coastwise laws, which prevents the 
intervention ot foreign shipping in - the 
trade via the isthmus betwuen San Fran- 
cisco and New York, before expressing an 
opinion as to the effect of the Govern- 
ment's operation of the Panama Railroad 
upon the rate between our west and east 
coasts. 
"An attempt has been rha.de here to 
establish an American,.line :competing 
with the Pacific Mail between San Fran- 
cisco' and Panama, with the assistance 
of•..thd»Panama Railroad .Company. 
It 
proved to be a disastrous failure, and was 
followed by'a renewal of the discriminat- 
ing contract, which is .to terminate in 
July .next.' 
- 
' 
"It is possible that the time is now ripe 
for the .establishment of American com- 
petition with the Pacific Mall between 
San Francisco and Panama. Certainly the 
Government in operating the Panama 
railway will do nothing to hinder it. 
Nevertheless it 'is possible that the posi- 
tion of advantages that the Pacific Mail 
has with respect to Mexican and Central 
American trade and its ownership of M 
dock at Colon may enable it to establish 
lines on both sides which will do all the 
through business and fix the rates with- 
out enjoying any discrimination in its 
favor by the Panama railroad. If so, the 
Government could not prevent this, ex- 
cept by'rurininjr a line from Panama to 
San Francisco for the purpose, which it

cept at one point. 
miles west of Bouldin Island, but the 
narrowness of the stream here will allow 
the construction of a bridge that will not 
interfere with the traffic of the river 
boats. 
When the connection Is formed 
with Antioch there will be a new line 
from Sacramento to Port Costa, and 
then to Oakland, that will cut out the 
present necessity of ferrying- across the 
Straits of Carquinez. 
In other words, 
the Southern Paciac will then j have a 
new way to route its through trains from 
the Bast to Oakland which will avoid 
crossing Suisun Bay and the consequent 
loss of time at present used in cutting 
the big overlands into two or- three sec- 
tions to get them onto the ferry. 
The difference in distance is slightly 
in favor of the old route, but is compen- 
sated for by the gaining in time in avoid- 
ing the ferry. The new line will be some 
nine or ten miles longer, a matter of per- 
haps twenty minutes at tne rate of speed 
at which the through trains run. To cut 
the trains into sections, ferry them across 
the Straits of Carquinez anU recouple 
them occupies at least this much time 
and sometimes even. more. 
The plan of a Sacramento- Antioch roaa 
is a remnant of one made before the 
Sacramento -Southern Railroad was ab- 
sorbed. 
This company . owned rights of 
way from Sacramento to Antioch and 
had intended, before being bought out 
by the Southern Pacific, to builds that 
road. --New rights, however, . -are" now .to 
be secured by, the Southern ..Pacific. ' in 
building this short cut line., to the river 
town.'

The development that the new. plan 
will" give to Contra Costa county when 
completed, cari-hardly.be overestimated. 
It will put Antioch, 
Black 
Diamond, 
Cornwall and Martinez on the overlanc 
route and must mean their advancement 
of growth. Antioch will then he a junc- 
tion in two ways: .Two railroad lines 
will meet here. and it will also bring. to- 
gether ba-y and overland navigation. 
Although the, Southern Pacific Company 
has not yet admitted that it. intends 
routing its overland trains by 'way 
Antiochi it must nevertheless -be paten 
that the/great advantages 'of 'the route 
are apparent to tne company. It. is also 
hardly to be ' considered likely 'that thi 
fruit and vegetable shipments are .siiffic 
ient in themselves to warrant the build 
ing of the ^ine. . They .are already .taken 
care of by the line connecting-Sacrarne'n 
to and Stockton and the latter city anc 
Port Costa. In addition to this reason 
for believing that such is the- company' 
plan is the fact that .the maturing of, the 
scheme and the opposition to a bridge a 
any point across .Suisum Bay ,have been 
almost simultaneous.

The bulletin 


was prepared by G W Shaw assist- 
ant professor of agricultural technolo- 
gy contains an exhaustive account of 
the best methods 
to puruse 
in the 
raising of sugar beets the adaptabili- 
ty of varieties, 
importance of good 


seed, the nature of soils in which the 
beet flourishes together with sugges- 
tions as to the best method of irriga- 
tion and care o£ the beet 


In part the bulletin is as follows 
'The sugar beet is a delicate, high- 
bred plant, and will resenc very decid- 
edly any neglect by immediately show, 
ing a reduction in tonnage sugar-con- 
tent and puritv 
Hence t ie extreme 
Importance of giving the most careful 
attention to details m growing this 
crop, details which 
with any other 


crop than an horticultural one would 
be considered of small 
consequence 
While the industrv is one requiring 
new and more intensive methods of 


treatment than most farmers are inti- 
mately acquainted with yet by care- 
ful attention and under proper natural 
conditions the 
profits 
secured are 
la"ge 
It is generally considered that the 
highest return of sugar per acre is 
given wnere the mean summer tem- 
perature is not far from 70 degrees, 
and where the rainfall is from two to 
four 
inches per month 
during 
the 


growing period and where heavj rains 
do not occur during the ripening pe- 
riod the occurence of such rains at 
the time indicated tending to lower 
the sugar-content of the root 


Certain it is that drought must be 


avoided and wnere frequent summer 
rains do not occur, nor heavy fogs and 
dews the soil must be of such a nature 
as to retain free moisture in liberal 
quantity 
or the moisture must be 


supplied by irrigation both of -which 
conditions hold on certain parts of the 
Pacific coast and the latter in Colora- 
do Utah and California 


Abundance of sunsmme is also es- 
sential to the highest development of 
sugar in the beet 
Other things being 


equal it may be said tnat the richness 
of the beet will be proportional to the 
amount—not

Professor Albin Putzker of the Univer- 


sity of California gave an address last 
evening to the newspaper men of *ia- 
meda county regarding the Schiller me- 
morial services, which will be held in the 
Greek .Amphitheater at the University 
May 7. The affair was in the nature of 
a reception to the newspaper men and 
•was held at the home, of the German 
Club of California, Eleventh street and 
Broadway. During the evening refresh- 
ments were served. 


Albert Currlin. 'editor of the Oakland 
Journal, presided,' and 
'after 
thanking 
the newsgatherers for their presence and 
bidding' them 
welcome, he 
introduced 


Professor Putzker. "In doing so he- said: 


"Gentlemen'of' the press, we bid you 


a hearty welcome. The purpose of Lhis 
gathering is, first, that we may get bet- 
ter acquainted; 
second, that "Professor 
Putzker may tell you of our proposed 
memorial celebration, and third, that you 
young gentlemen may become more in 
touch with the German-Americans, who 
share, with the American born, the love 
of liberty and justice." 
Before Mr. Currlin introduced Profes- 
sor Putzker. H. ~\V. Kleinenbroich sang 
the "Rheinsong" by Peters. In speaking 
of the memorial services Professor Putz- 
ker said in part: 
"I shall address myself to the gentle- 


men of. the press. We feel that most of 
us are members of the press ourselves; 
I was formerly connected with It and 
Mr. Currlin and others here are now lead- 
ing members 
of 
the German press of 


California. 
We feel that the newspaper 


men are hale fellows, well met, always 
ready to meet with their fellow men and 
have a glass of beer and a pretzel. Now, 
•we want you to show us generosity and 
help make the Schiller memorial a suc- 
cess. 
"Gentlemen, this is not a mere cele- 


bration. 
We have a high purpose in 


mind and in no way is it selfish. 
We 


Germans love a great man and we wish 
to honor him. His name is Schiller. This 
man was an extraordinary man. 


"No such man existed before him. No 
such man will ever live again. As Christ 
Jesus was to religious thought, Schiller 
was to poetic thought. 
"This memorial celebration will not be 
entirely German in Its character. Pro- 
fessor Gayley will speak in English ana 
there will be English music. There will 
be only one German speech and Mis.s 
Grace L. Jones will recite Pfau's poem to 


"The'amphitheater will hold TfiOO per- 
sons and we don't want it to be two-, 
thirds fil'ied. We want it to be overflow- 
ing for our high purpose is to educate 


the people to a realization of the great- 
ness'-of-one of the greatest teachers the 
world has ever known. 
, s 
VWe may speak of Alexander the Great, 
of Bismarck and of Napoleon. All were 
great in their respective ways.'but greater 
than these was Schiller. 
He came • of 
humble parentage; m fact, his parents 
and grandparents were" simply beggars. 
But he rose to. the highest pinacle of 
poetic endowment and creative genius by 
his own effort. 
From the time he was 


20 until- he was 45 years old, this.-won- 
derful man produced at least one volume 
a year despite illness and poverty. All 
his life-long he was compelled to strive 
against "poverty and from his grand liter- 
ary efforts :he did not. receive'enough to 
pay his debts. He 
could- have 
made 
money in following other pursuits, but ho 
said: 
'No. I'd rather starve than give 
up my ideals.1 '

"Schiller was a harmony. He'had not 
the weakness of genius. His private-life 
was as pure as his poetical teachings. 
He was the poet of freedom. 
The mtire 
we,study him the more we realize how 
profound a man he was. He had the 
divine gift of clearness and, as I havo 
said, what Jesus Christ was to sacred 
history. Schiller was to the history of 
poetry."

"The professor and I some- | 
times have differences in opinions." he 
said, "but I endorse everything he has 
said about the immortal Schiller."
